Chalmer 
arrived in the- city Saturday evening 
and takes his departure this evening for 
his'home in San Francisco. 
.-. After servifl-g close to five' years in the 
American navy he says that he' has had 
all that kind of experience that he cares 
for and is .how. perfectly .satisfied to 
settle down in'this country 
Mr Chal- 


,-mer is twenty-seven years fifage'aud is 
a resident of San Francisco where his 
parents now reside. . His m other former- 
ly made Janesville her home and -will be 
remembered by many here as'Katherine 
Buckingham. 


In speaking of his experience aboard 


the ,,Olympia Mr. Cbalmer says that 
five years service is all'that he cares for. 
He enlisted at.Mares Island, San Fran 
cisco, and aboard the Olympia left in 
August,; 1895 for Japan•• via Honolulu. 
From Japan the Olympia cruised among 
the Asiatic, poits und along the 
coast 


of Siberia. While at Hong Kong, China, 
in February, 
1898 the crew of the 


Olympia tirst heard of the blowing up of 
the battleship Maine in the harbor ot 
Havana..

"After once well 
out to sea every man on the boat was

.possible. At40 o'clock that same night 
the gunners all took their position and 
at midnight the Oljmpia came in sight 
fof-the fprt>>that' commanded the en- 
trance to'-'Manila Bay

from Ladysmith,

NEWS COMES .FROM LONDON, 


Oen. JFroncli Reported to. Have . Been in 


Command ot the Attacking Party— 
Basutos Sala to Have Arisen Agaiuat 


. tlie Boers. 


London, Nov. 6:—The war office has. 


posted the following message received 
from Gen. Sir Redyers Buller at Cape 
Town and dated 8:40 o'clock Sunday 
night: - , .

tery, who was'wounded, ie dead.

west of -Ladysmith. fighting for. sev- 
eral hours. Our loss was very small.

.A dispatch to the Central Ne\ys says
